Bavaria. Headquarters is Munich. Poland is target area.

a. Objectives: Recruiting suitable personnel for dispatch 

Poland on intelligence missions. Support in form of 
interrogation of recent refugees from Poland for 
Information of operational interest.

6 . Contact and Communications: Sees BELVEDERE 6 at the letter's 

apartment on Kepplerstr. about twice a week. BEACHCOMBER 
sometimes meets CANtEK there.

In his 2 January 1950 accounting, BEACHCOMBER 
lists an item of MPC 2.50 for a meeting 
with CANUCK on 16 December 1949.
